day evening from 8 to 11 p.m, At 8.15 
the mayor, Bdr.

The public is invited to see what goes 
on. Drills and training will be ex- 
plained and everybody will be given 
an opportunity to inspect the armour- 
ies, stores and equipment. 

On Friday July 3rd all members ot 
the Battery will wear uniforms to 
business. 

Judging by the enthusiasm already 
evinced by citizens through the Do- 
minion, Army Week will mark a new 
high in the outpouring of patriotic 
feeling among Canadians. It is a 
week set aside in response to w.de- 
spread public demand for the pur- 
pose of honoring the men in khaki 
who have offered to give their lives 
if necessary to defeat the aggressors 
and to preserve our freedom. 

The lads in Canada’s Army have 
eacrificed al] the comforts of civilian 
life and the association with their 
loved ones in order to serve their 
country. During Army Week the 
Canadian people will have an oppor- 
tunity to show their appreciation otf 
this sacrifice. For weeks now Cit- 
izens Committees have engaged in 
mapping out programs for entertain- 
ing and honoring the troops, Every 
community, lange and small, across 
Ganada will have a part in this 
spontaneous demonstration, ‘“hurches 
civic groups, industries, retail stores, 
service clubs and women’s organiza- 
tions will do their bit to achieve the 
maximum success, 

Public and private buildings will 
fly flags tljroughout the week. 
The public will have a chance to at- 
tend ‘Open House’ at military train- 
ing centres and schools to hear the 
inspiring music of military bands and 
to watch the stirring parades of Can- 
adian soldiers. They will have the 
chance to entertain men of the Army 
in their homes and at dances’ and 
concerts, Service emblems will 
be displayed in homes, churches and 
business houses while Honor Rolls 
will be prominently exhibited. 

Newspapers will publish special 
army editions, the radio will carry 
programs on the Army ‘Week theme, 
and theatres will present army films. 
Hotels and restaurants will serve 
meals based on army rations and 
householders are asked to do like- 
wise on one day of the week. Mem- 
bers of the reserve army will take 
part in parades and will wear their 
uniform one day in the week. Sports 
programs, church parades and drum- 
head services will have their part on 
the agenda,’ Tribute will be paid to 
the next of kin of lads on active ser- 
vice. The overseas lads will not be 
forgotten and citizens are asked to 
make a point of writing to them and 
of sending parcels during Army 
‘Week. 

Dominion Day, July 1st, falls in 
this week and as it marks the 75th 
anniversary of Confederation, it 1s 
fitting that the majority of towns 
and villages in Canada are planning 
a suitable celebration for that day, It 
twill give added impetus to Army 
Week and to the deep-seated desire 
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This is a citizens’ show and every 
community in the country will want 
to have a part in it. Not only wil! 
it prove to the soldiers that they 
have not been forgotten ‘by the public, 
but it will go far towards enlighten- 
ing Canadians more intimately con- 
cerning the role of Canada’s Army 
and the manner in which the troops 
are cared for and trained. 
the present time the Army has been 
somewhat overshadowed bby the ster- 
ling performance of Canada’s Air 
Force and Navy, which have seen 
action on many fronts while the 
army has remained inactive so far 
as actual combat is concerned. It can- 
not be forgotten that in the end it 
will require an invasion of the 
European continent to ensure the 


defeat of Hitlerism. Then the army | 


will be called upon to play its part. 

Meanwhile Canadian troops ‘both 
in England and in the Dominion are 
training tirelessly to fit themselves 
for the supreme struggle that lies 
ahead, In training centres schools 
and camps from one end of Canada 
to the other, they are undengoing 
strenuou; physical training and in- 
struction in modern methods ana 
weapons of war so that they may 
not be found wanting when the zero 
hour comes, 

Canada has an army of which to 
be proud and Canadians will have 
the chance during Army Week to dem- 
onstrate their true appreciation of the 
men who are making the greatest 
sacrifice in the battle to preserve our 
liberty. The days from June 29th 
to July 5th should culminate in the

‘The Blackfoot Indians have struck a 
gold mine of buffalo bones on the 
Williams estate—btwo and a half miles 
north and one west of town. 

| For years it was known there was 
‘a place west of town, where the 
' Indaing in the early days, drove buf- 
| fale over a cliff to their destructio 1 
‘and in that manner were able to re- 
plenish their meat supplies. But just 
wicre this place was nobody seem2d 
to know. The high price of bones wak- 
ened the maemery of a 75 year old In 
dian and he told his friends they 
should be able to find plenty of bones 
in that vicinity. R 

‘The Indians are digging in a num- 
ber of places at the foot of a steep 
hillside to its sloping bottom, a dis- 
tance of about 150 feet. In a numbe: 
of places they work in pairs, in others 
what appears to be a family group. 
Even the ladies and children dem- 
onstrate the can handle a pick, crow- 
bar, shovel or a pitchfork. The bones 
are gathered in piles by the pits, later 
thrown on a wagon and hauled to 
town where Messrs Crossett & 
Roueche weigh them and pay the In. 
dians $10 a ton, Mr.-Crossett statea 
on Monday night that he had re- 
ceived about 50 tons of bones. 

The scene and lay out of this buf- 
falo grave yard is worth seeing. It 
was an idea place to trap and 
slaughter buffalo for the meat. Ap-

to 40 feet. 

According to the Indian legend 
pits were dug below the cliff and were 
covered with branches of trees and 
grass and into this the animals 
plunged and while in this helpless 
state were finished off with arrows, 
They then cut off the meat they de- 
sir¢d and left the rest to rot. ~The 
Indians state this went on for a 
thousand years until the time horses 
arrived. The buffalo were driven over 
the'cliff on foot for at that time an 
Indian could rua all day with ease, 
After horses arrived the buffalo wera 
shot from horseback and driving them 
over cliffs ceased. 

ie white man has a task to figure 
outthow old this bone yard really is. 
The depth of bones seem to extend 
about three feet. After a foot of soil 
is removed the bones are found. The 
soil around the bones has a peculiar 
color which seems to show that it had 
been mixed with decaying animal 
matter, The earth and bones are not 
pack together as tight as one would 
expect. Digging in one pit downward 
as far as the bones seemed to go 
the writer struck what seemed like 
well packed earth and which showed 
that at one time a camp fire had 
burned there since ashes, blackend 
earth and a burnt piece of wood was 
found.

SOME INTERESTING figures regarding the returns to the Dominion | 
treasury through the channels of direct taxation were recently given to} 
the ‘House of Commons by Finance Minister J. L. Ilsley. The increase to| 
the national revenue from these taxes for the year ending May 31, 1942, | 
was: $347,200,000. Mr. Ilsley described this figure as “startlingly tremen- | 
dous.”’ He further stated that while this increase was due in part to an 
increase in the rate of taxation, an upward swing in general business con- 
ditions was also a factor. Analyzing this figure, Mr. Ilsley showed that | 
personal income tax for the year ending May 31, 1942, would show an | 
increase of $105,100,000; national defence tax $86,900,000; and excess pro-! 
fit tax $155,200,000. |

BY DR. F. W. GERSHAW 


Life is the most precious posses- 
sion of any mortal and he who lays’ 
it upon the altar is making the su- 
preme contribution, In order to have 
our Canadian army, navy and air 
men, the best clothed, best equipped 
and best protected men in the world, 
an efficient, watchful organigation 
is working in Canada. It is the De- 
partment of Munitions and Supply 
under the Hon... D, Howe, In addi- 
tion to supplying Canadian forces, 
this department does a lot of buying 
for the Allies, spending in all about 
four billion dollars a year, Some 
17,000 tenders are awarded each 
month and 75 per cent by bidding. 
There is no preferred list as anyone 
can tender and 95% of thece con- 
tracts go to the lowest bidder, Price 
and time of delivery are the factors. 
If there is an urgency in getting the 
svipplies, the firm able to produce 
the quantity and quality most quick- 
ly, may be chosen, Sometimes help 
is given if the tender is too low., If 
all tenders are too high, in- the opin- 
ion of the experienced experts, the 
price must be reduced before any 
purchases is made, 

Every contract above $2,000 must 
be approved by the chief of the de- 
partment; every contract 
$5,000 must also be approved

$15,000 must be approved by the 
cabinet of 17 members, Then ali 
must pass the purchasing investiga- 


tion department. ‘This group of bus- 
iness men must search for weakness 
in contracts, see that there is no 
favoritism and see that the people 
get a dollar value for every dollar 
spent, 

Then the cost accountants check 
over the agreement and they are 
responsible to the auditor general. 
Then there is a parliamentary com- 
mittee made up of members of all 
parties who check and inquire into 
all war expenditure. 

Firms can be proceeded against it 
they. do not produce proper records, 
such things as salesmen commissions, 
bank interest, losses on other con- 
tracts and provision for dividendg 
are not allowed at all in target con- 
tracts. Then there is an excess profit 
tax of 79 per cent, a corporation tax 
with a minimum of 40 per cent and 
the individual income tav from 20 
per cent to 90 per cent to be paid 
on the earnings, 

Why are we fighting the present 
war? One obvious answer would 
be to prevent the aggressor nations 
from taking possesson of Canada. If 
that happened the way of life we have 
had would only be a memory and we 
would !be under the heel of enemy 
overlords, Our lot might be worse 
and would not be better than that of 
the many countries already under 
Fascism. What has happened? 

In Czeihoslovakia, because one 
Nazi was injured and died, at least 
600 people have been shot without 
trial and withotu) mercy. Men in 
their prime, young boys at the age 
of 20 and women, often young 
mothers, have been ruthlessly 
destroyed to terrify people. From 
them has been taken life itself, the 
most precious possession, In one 
village, all the men were shot with- 
out mercy, the women and children 
were driven to horrors we know not 
of and every building was levelled 
to the ground, 

Labor unions are gone, higher edu- 
cation is frowned upon, churches are 
used for purposes other than worship 
and religion uprooted, branch and 
stem, 

In Austria, says the Christian Mon- 
itor, people with even small incomes 
are taxed 82.5 per cent. People are 
tortured and plundered. Naiz officers 
use their power to enrich themselves 
by seizing money, furnture, etc, Half 
the stores and restaurants of the 
once beautiful city of Vienna are 
closed and poverty and ejection are 
widespread, 

Victory is worth any price and any 
sacrifice we may be called upon to 
pay. 

We must look forward not to 
slavery but complete victory and to 
the building up of a way of life that 
will never have the degrading agony 


of unemployment where the first 
¢ hay ge on the nation’s 
wealth will be the care o f 


the young, the aged and the sick 
and where lack of money will prevent 
no child from getting the education 
for which he is fitted, Our supreme 
ambition must be to do our part to 
assure peace to the world and plain 
common sense for Canada,
